creasing the allowance, which was 
directed to the Pacific-Southwest 
Trust and Savings Bank as trustee. 
Witnesses testified that young Gro- 
gan is a sober and steady young man 
with mo bad habits, and thst he 
needs $800 a month with which to 
raalntain himself in the style to 
which he ts accustomed. 

The income is from a@ trust fund 
of 8600.000 established by the will 
of Charles T. Grogen, the youth's 
father. of which the youth und bis 
mother were the bene4claries. The 
youth will recetve the principal when 
he becomes 25. 

In the other petition. which will 
come up before Judge Willis in Pro- 
bate Court December 17, Grogan re- 
cites that he is heir to an estate of 
$750,000 (which includes the trust 
fund,) and that Hunt is “tempera- 
mentally unfitted” to be his guare 
dian, a5 he {68 73 and unable to un- 
derstand the problems of youth. 

The guardian, he declares, made 
life at home so “impossible” for him 
thas he had to leave aNd set up an 
establishment of his own. The guar- 
dian, he asserts, unreasonably with- 
held from him $2000 of his allowance.

Milligan offered $1000 on .cre several 
months 2go, pdsting a &§0,000 certi~ 
fied check as evidence of good faith 
at the time. The offer was refused.
